of Burlington, shows inexpensive 
ways for young people to have fun 
with their free time in Rutland, 

Students in teacher Beth 
Nason's class spent the winter of 
1989 scripting and filming seg¬ 
ments The finished product pre¬ 
miered later that year. Since that 
time, the video has found its way 
to many homes via the Rutland 
Free Library, and was presented 
as a gift to students in the sister 
city aTlshidoriya, Japan. 

Produced by the University of 
Vermont Extension Service, 
“Across the Fence" is usually a 
1. ‘i-minute program. But because 
Wednesday is Independence Day, 
the show — and its Rutland 
guests — will substitute for the 
noon news and therefore run 30 
minutes (producers say 28 min¬ 
utes, 26 sec—rds to be precise). 

The v r jeo is a clei*er, well- 
crafted montage of local atlruc- 
tion. r interspersed with short, 
ubiie messages against drug 
abuse. 

What to do when there’s noth¬ 
ing to do? 

Segments suggest young people 
step into the Rutland Free Li¬ 
brary and the city's Lawrence 
Recreation Center to check out 
programs. 

Clips also promote group ac¬

The video will run 17 minutes, 
17 seconds on Wednesday's pro¬ 
gram, That will leave 11 minutes, 
9 seconds for the interview, which 
Arthur and Crowley started pre¬ 
paring for last week.

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VSO Concert: Music Plus Relaxation

Tuesday in Giorgetti Park, the 
Vermont Symphony Orchestra 
served up another idyllic evening 
with its iQth-anniveraary Pops 
Concert, 

Carrying on a tradition inter- 
njpted only once since its incep¬ 
tion by a torrential thunderstorm 
a few years back, the VSO, which 
is entering its 54th year, pre¬ 
sented its audience of some 800 
music lovers of all ages with a 
near-perfect program of music for 
a warm summer night- 
At the end of a sultry day under 
a hazy sky, people brought their 
children and picnics to the great 
green lawn in the northwest cor-

ner of the city and gave them¬ 
selves over for two hours or so to 
the unique pleasure of listening to 
fine music being played in the 
open air„ 

Chairs were set up, blankets 
end tablecoths spread on the 
grass, hampers disclosed repasts 
ranging from the basic cheese and 
crackers to the more exotic forms 
of pasta, wine glasses blossomed 
here and there along with floral 
centerpieces. 

Little kids ran around and 
jumped up and down. Off in the 
far reaches of the field there was 


some discreet tossing of Frisbees* 
and a soccer ball was quietly 
dribbled across a stretch of turf 
A cluster of balloons floated 
gently northeastward high in the 
darkening aky like a school of 
rotund, many-colored fish mirac¬ 
ulously transported to an airy 
element. Many people took off 
their shoes, barefoot in the park, 
comfortable and relaxed. 

Ideally, this is the way music 
should be heard, probably. And 
this music, drawn largely from 
the Romantic repertoire, was ide¬ 
ally chosen for the occasion. 


Guest conductor Richard Veins¬ 
tone, director of the Gape Ann 
Symphony of Gloucester, Mass., 
described the program in hia 
opening remarks as one devoted 
largely to subjects of myth and 
magic. 

The evening did in fact start 
with the Overture to Mozart’s 
opera, “The Magic Flute/ 1 in 
which the listeners were intro¬ 
duced to Vanstone’s conducting 
style, distinguished by its air of 
relaxed but firm control, lively 
but free of histrionics and acro¬ 
batics, and drawing responsive 
expression from all the sections of 
the orchestra, which gave an ex-

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edient performance throughout 
the concert. 

The air of myth and mystery 
was intensified further with a 
strong and colorful presentation 
of a Sibelius work, the Final sec¬ 
tion of hia “Lommmkainen Suite," 
in which the return of the legend¬ 
ary Finnish hero Lemminkainen 
from the underworld is drama¬ 
tized. 

The passage of this folk figure 
from darkness to triumphant 
light was marked with horns and 
drums, dark and agitated at first, 
then growing into a jaunty, happy 
march, moving from a dark, mi¬ 
nor mode to a bright ending in a 
major key that caught the atten¬ 
tion of many youthful listeners 
who may have associated it with 
some modern-day sci-fi TV 
drama. 

Another legend, this time the 
German Swan Lake story as writ¬ 
ten by Tchaikovsky in his ballet 
suite, brought more glorious Ro¬ 
mantic sounds, including some 
limpid passages by Heidi Soons 
on the harp and a splendid series 
of soles by Yenoin Guibbory, eon- 
certmaster, in expressions of ut¬ 
ter grace shaped lovingly by the 
direction of Vanstone. 

A stately selection from Wag¬ 
ner's ’Tannhauser” served to call 
people back together after inter¬ 
mission, settling them down for 
RaveFs brilliant orchestration of 
Debussy’s Danse for piano, a so¬ 
phisticated mixture of spiky in¬ 
tersecting rhythms and textures* 
through which the orchestra 
found its way with sure-footed 
precision. 

Aaron Copland, who celebrates 
his 90th birthday this year, was 
represented by the energetic, col¬ 
orful "El Salon Mexico” bringing 
yet another assortment of tempos, 
from the dreamy to the sharp and 
jostling. 

The “Roman Carnival” Over¬ 
ture of Hector Berlioz, vivacious 
and grandiose* with its character¬ 
istic, spectacular sudden stops in 
mid-passage, gave the program 
its next-to-last fillip of excite¬ 
ment. The last one* of course, was 
a smart rendition of Sousa's 
| “Stars and Stripes Forever* 1 * 
I greeted and sent off with loud 
| cheers from the audience.

After 121 Years, the Band 
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School Field of Dreams 
Won’t Have an Aerator 


By KEVIN O’CONNOR 
A controversial request for a 
$5,253 field aerator was unani¬ 
mously rejected by the Rutland 
City School Board Tuesday night, 
but not before a group of parents 
and teachers expressed anger 
that the administration wanted to 
buy new grounds-keeping ma¬ 
chinery at a time of budget cut¬ 
backs. 

The board had been asked to 
spend money from its capital 
equipment fund to pay for an 
aerator to poke holes in sports 
fields approximately two or three 
times a year. An aerator helps 
promote the growth of sod on 
fields. 

School officials said although 
they currently borrowed such a 
device for free from the city Recre¬ 
ation Department, they couldn’t 
always count on using it exactly 
when they wanted to. 

But parents and teachers at¬ 
tending the board meeting ques¬ 
tioned school officials’ priorities, 
arguing the money could be better 
spent on staff or supplies that 
have been cut out of budgets dur¬ 
ing the last two years. 

Parents complained that maps 
in junior high classrooms still 
showed political boundaries as of 
the 1950s — featuring such coun¬ 
tries as the Belgian Congo — even 
though schtol officials had prom¬ 
ised they would update them sev-- 
eral years ago. 

Kevin D. Mack, president of the 
city’s teachers union, noted that 
many school employees had been 
laid ofiT in the past two years as 
part of “reduction in force” efforts 
to balance annual school budgets 
of approximately $ 14 million. 

“It’s the principle of the thing 
that bothers me," Mack said. “I’ve 
watched 12 or so of my colleagues 
get RIF'cd (laid off) for budgetary 
reasons." 

The School Board had to cut 
almost $1 million in staff and 
supplies both this year and last 
year in an attempt to keep annual 
budgets under the city charter tax 
limit. 

Board member Alexander T. 


Herzen said Tuesday that school 
officials were considering asking 
voters to increase the charter 
limit next year to avoid any fur¬ 
ther cutbacks. 

"We’re hurting, we’re not hiring 
people,” Herzen said. “I don’t 
know how this helps us try to 
convince people to raise the char¬ 
ter limit.’’ 

The aerator request first came 
before the board la9t month when 
School Superintendent Charles P. 
Skiptunas and Athletic Director 
John F. Bourgoin spoke in sup¬ 
port of the device. 

But the board tabled the re¬ 
quest after questioning whether 
the capital equipment fund 
should be tapped for such a pur¬ 
chase. 

Although school officials could 
show Tuesday that the appeal 
was^i legitimate one to replace 
equipment once owned several 
years ago, public sentiment 
against the aerator was strong. 

After parents, teachers and one 
board member made speeches be¬ 
fore the item was scheduled to be 
discussed on the agenda, Skip- 
tunas huddled with district main¬ 
tenance manager Hayden Bride. 

In comments to the board, 
Bride later acknowledged that the 
iif hoQl system could continue to • 
borrow th^_ Recreation Depart-* 
ment’s aerator Tor free, but wor- 
ried he would have Co work 
around the city’s schedule. 

“We Tea!ty heed a piece of 
equipment to use when we need 
it," he said. 

Bride also questioned whether 
sharing the aerator would lead to 
public pressure to share things 
like trucks and other equipment 
used by both city and school de¬ 
partments on a regular basis. 

“It’s going to lead from one 
thing to another and I don’t want 
to see that happen," he said. 

Earlier in the day, school repre¬ 
sentatives had met with a city 
aldermanic committee to discuss 
proposals to either share a pur¬ 
chasing agent or buy supplies 
cooperatively.

Although aldermen had pro¬ 
posed the purchasing agent to the 
school system, school representa¬ 
tives presented statistics that 
showed they already were saving 
more money than City Hall when 
buying office supplies. 

According to school figures, for 
example, the school system is 
paying 4 cents for a pencil, com¬ 
pared to 10 cents at City Hall. 

Copy paper showed more of a 
savings, with the school price of 
$2.67 a ream being lower than 
City Hall’s price of $3.30. 

School representatives ac¬ 
knowledged that their savings of¬ 
ten came as the result of educa¬ 
tional discounts not available to 
municipal governments. 

Aldermen and school officials 
said they would continue to dis¬ 
cuss the proposals with thoughts 
of polling voters during the No- »

For Rec Center 


Land Would Come 
In Trade for Taxes 

By JULIE HOO GLAND 
Owners of the Rutland Fair- 

r unds have offered three acres 
a city recreation center as a 
tradeoff for some kind of abate¬ 
ment of city fees or taxes. 

“It's just a starting point," 
Robert Raton, president of the 
organization that runs the Ver¬ 
mont State Fair, said Monday 
night. "It would be a tradeoff” he 
said, when asked if them were 
any conditions to the land offer. 

The three acres are adjoining 
the Royce Mandigo Arena near 
Dana Avenue. The Rutland 
County Agricultural Society, 
which owns the fairgrounds and 
organizes the fair, offered to lease 
the land to the city for $1 a year 
for 99 years, according to society 
Vice President William Coney. 

Mayor Jeffrey N. Wennberg 
voiced reservations about the of¬ 
fer, saying the financial terms 
were unclear. 

He said the last land offer he 
had received from fair officials 
included a request that the city 
waive all the fees and taxes. Fur¬ 
thermore, he said the fair wanted 
to pay a flat water and sewer fee 
rather than installing meters to 
determine the true cost, 

Wennberg estimated that a 
waiver of fees and taxes alone 
would coat the city a minimum of 
$27,000 a year. He said at that 
coat, which he noted would 
amount to over $2,5 million over 
99 years, it probably would be 
more affordable for the city to 
purchase land. 

“I am not convinced that three 
acres of land tucked way away in 
a comer of fairgrounds, behind 
the (Royoe Mandigo) building, is 
the moat appropriate location for 
a three-, four- or five-million dol-

"We have to weigh the advan¬ 
tages and disadvantages" of the 
fairgrounds and several other 
sites under consideration, he said. 

He noted several sites were on 
city-owned land, which would be 
cheaper than the fairgrounds pro¬ 
posal. 

But he added that the city was 
willing to continue discussions 
with the fair on the proposal. 

Meanwhile, Robert Franzoni, 
chairman of the city's ad hoc 
recreation center study commit¬ 
tee, on Monday endorsed the fair¬ 
grounds site. He said his full 
committee supported the location, 

Franzoni said the fair had offer¬ 
ed use of its track, grandstand, 
stage and other facilities. The 
fairgrounds property is centrally 
located in the city, he noted. 

Wennberg and John Ruggiero, 
chairman of Rutland Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority, favor putting the 
recreation center downtown as a 
way to boost the revitalization 
effort. 

However, Wennberg said there 
were still more site meetings 
scheduled with Franzoni, fair offi¬ 
cials and other city leaders. 

Fair officials issued a press re¬ 
lease Monday that said they were 
offering the land to the city. It did 
not mention anything about po¬ 
tential financial tradeoffs. 

Wennberg called the fair's an¬ 
nouncement “incredibly prema¬ 
ture.” 

"We were just beginning the 
fsite) analysis phase, Wennberg 
said. “Our expectation was that 
the next communication (from the 
fair) would be an arms-length 
financial proposal and not a press 
release," 

Officials said some of the sites 
under preliminary consideration 
included city-owned land such as 
Monsignor Conner Park on 
Meadow Street, Giorgetti Park, 
and the current Rutland High 
School. Downtown sites are also

Man Shoots, Kills Fox 
Near Pme Hill Park

A Rutland man shot and killed a red fox 
on the fringes of Pine Hill Park, the third 
fox to be killed in the Center Rutland-Pine 
Hill area in recent weeks, according to 
Rutland City Animal Control Officer Craig 
Petrie. 

The fox was acting "weird” and unusu* 
ally aggressive and could not be scared oft 
according to Nancy Trombley of Shed 
Place, a short street just east of Evergreen 
Cemetery 

Trombley said the fox was bothering the 
family dog, circling the house, coming up 
on the deck of her house, and making 
biting motions into the air. 


Trombley said her brother, Ken Walker, 
tried to scare the animal off by firing two 
shots into the air and by throwing things 
at it. The animal then "came afleri' Walker 
and he shot it, Trombley said, 

"I can't say I blame the people,” said 
Petrie, who was called to the scene after 
the animal was shot, "It was endangering 
his family. It was rather bold and kept 
charging them. They just panicked, appar¬ 
ently.” 

Petrie said he would like to remind city 
residents that it is illegal to shoot a gun in 
the city limits. It is better to call the city or 
the state Fish and Wildlife Department for

NEW YORK — When Dr. Enid Coleman finishes 
suturing her last patient at the emergency room at 
New York's RoosevelL Hospital, she leaves her scrub 
suit behind, laces up her ice skates and becomes 
Dorothy Ham ill.

T fell in bve with it,” she said, 

"Some people are clinging to the walls when they 
start out, but I felt comfortable as soon as 1 put on 
the skates; I thought you had to be 5 years old to 
learn.

Of course, ” she added, “you have to be 
realistic — l don't think that I'll ever do a-triple 
jump," 

Instead, she contents herself with a few simple 
jumps and spins. 

As exercise or fantasy, Coleman says that ice 
skating improves endurance and posture, strength¬ 
ens the legs and tones the entire body. 

“It's like ballroom dancing," she said. Tt has 
graceful slow movements but it has almost unlim¬ 
ited potential." 

■"As long as people put effort into it," said Peter 
Van Handel, a physiologist with the U.S. Olympic 
Committee, “skating at a moderate to brisk rate 
may bum as many as 15 calories a minute. It 
stimulates the cardiovascular system and improves 
band-eye coordination and flexibility. 1 ’ 

As an adult newcomer to the sport, Coleman 
recommends lessons for the beginner and adds a 
note of caution: be prepared to fall. ’There’s a slight 
possibility of injuries" she said, Tarely broken 
bones but a lot of black and blue marks." Coleman 
also recommends a complete physical to those 
becoming physically active for the first time. 

’The key is persistence," said Lou Riccio, New 
York City's commissioner of transportation who 
learned to skate three years ago when he was 40.

Garden Club Feels Shear Anger Over ‘Brutal Pruning 


By JULIE HOO GLAND 
The Rutland Garden Club is fuming' about 
the pruning given the city's crabapple trees. 
The blooming controversy centers on the 
clipping that Trees Inc, recently gave flower¬ 
ing trees on city property. The hefty trim¬ 
ming included a dozen crabnpples planted 
and maintained by the garden club at the 
God ni ck Senior Center. 

The crabapplcs now sport a flattop. 
Garden cl ub members don't want the trees 
flat 'Hiey want them natural. 

“we are ve?y disappointed in the way that 
the crabapple trees,, particularly those at the 
senior center, wore brutally pruned," club 
member Peg Dombro said Wednesday, 

She noted that some of the trees at the 
senior center were memorial trees donated 
in remembrance ofloved ones. 


The memorial trees were larger when 
planted three to five years ago than they are 
post-pruning, according to club President 
Wendy Daley. 

“It damages the beauty, but it can also be 
hazardous to the tree. That's a large shock to 
those trees ” Daley groused. 

“A crabapple should be fountain-like, with 
sprays of natural beauty Domhre said. “If 
you're doing topiary, that's fine, but that's 
not the intent. Topiary is contrived pruning 
— totally contrived, trained and sculp¬ 
tured," 

To back up their pruning philosophy, the 
garden dub points to the Mav issue or 
Horticulture magazine, in which Purdue 
University horticulturist Harrisson Flint 
advises.agamst a heavy hand: 

“It is better to prune with a light hand, to 


enhance the natural form of the tree rather 
than to impose some human idea of what the 
tree should look like. Remember that with 
crabapples, overpruning is worse than none 
at all.” 

A Trees Inc. representative defends the 
pruning, saying beauty is in the eye of the 
beholder and trimming technique a matter 
of debate, 

“There's nothing wrong with the type of 
pruning done at the senior center, 1 * said Tom 
Johnston, Trees Inc. vice president and a 
“degreed arborist” with 16 years in the 
business, “Standard pruning practices were 
fo! lowed,” 

He said the pruning*, done under a con¬ 
tract with the city Recreation Department, 
were supervised by a crew foreman with a

University of Vermont horticulture degree and 12 
years experience. 

Johnston said he could point to horticulture 
journals and magazines that counsel against a 
leggy, long-branched look in 21 crabapple. 

"I think what they are mainly upset about is that 
the trees were certainly reduced in size frem what 
they were before. But we're trying to prune them 
now to develop structural integrity, to avoid a 
legginess." 

He said the senior center memorial trees were of 
various slices and needed to be balanced. 

‘They were planted at different Limes, so the 
thinking was that while they are still small we will 
get them uniform in size so there is a balance down 
there. 

‘T’hc pruning is not of such a vast nature that it s 
going to cause hfirm . One can view the trees and see 
that they are doing very well.” 

The club president said she had sent two Jotters 
in the last three weeks to city Recreation Superin - 
tendent John W. CiolTredi asking for an explana¬ 
tion. but had not vet received an answer. “Our main 


concern i$ to avoid this in the future," Daley said. 

Cioffredi said Wednesday he had asked Johnston 
for a written report, but had not yet received it. 

“I don*! know who's right and who’s wrong/ 
Cioffredi said. T know the girls in the garden dub. 
and some of them get a little carried away, and 1 
don’t mean that in a dcrogatoiy way.... Some of 
them might be enthusiastic and they mean well* It's 
just that I'm in the middle/ 

Cioffredi said he had hired Trees Jnc. numerous 
times to prune city trees and had never before 
received a complaint. 

Johnston suggested the garden club put in writ- 
ing its pruning preferences for donated trees on city 
property, 

M i think it’s wonderful that the garden club is 
involved in programs like this / Johnston sai d. 

He was also philosophical about the dipping 
controversy, 

“I think comments of this sort only make people 
more aware of how important the trees are in the 

parks," he said*

_WJrile the topic of care for city trees is discussed. I’d like to 
add some co^mments on the difficulties the Unitarian Univer- 
sali^t Fellowship has encountered as regards to several flower¬ 
ing "peace trees” we have donated and planted, mulched and 
watpted, over the past several years at the Senior Center, to 
honor peacemakers on Memorial Day, 

Last year when we went to plant our tree, we discovered that 

several of our prior donated trees were dead. After checking 
them out to try to determine why young, healthy trees had 
died, we discovered that all had been completely girded by the 
reckless use of weed-whackers. 

When they were planted we had left a clear, mulched space 
around the trees to protect them. 

It does seem the city could have taken care of our gifts. We 
regret that this year there will be no M peaee tree” planting due 
to this distressing experience. Perhaps another year we can 
find another location in which to continue this project. 

As we drive around town, it is such a joy to see all the 
flowering crab-apple trees donated many years ago by Warren 
Smith, who was a member of St, Paufs Universahst Ghurchji 
the predecessor of the Unitarian Universahst Fellowship in 
Rutland.

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that made him so popular. It was his friendliness. 

“It Is such a loss/ 1 said Judy Gamez, activities 
director at McKerley, "He more than played the 
piano. He visited with people, He had a moment to 
spend to shake their hand, to say a joke or to pat 
them on the shoulder, 

"He would always get a smile from people. He 
touched everyone* in all states of mind.” 

Grimes learned to play the piano from the sisters 
of St. Joseph. He played trumpet and piano with 
many Big Bands and Dixieland bands, beginning at 
the Italian Association or grange halls in Rutland in 
the 1920s and moving up to prominent dance clubs 
in New York City and the Midwest. 

In his later years* he held popular '^jam sessions” 
at his home that were religiously attended by local 
musicians and music lovers. 

"He was a terrific piano player. 1 thought he whs* 
anyway/' said 84-year-old Walter Costello, a friend 
and piano player who often teamed up with Grimes 
during his nursing home rounds, 

“Camp and I spelled each other oft—he’d play for 
a while* and then Fd play for a while," Costello said. 
Lifelong friends, the two grew up cm East Street and 
played in a Dixieland band in the 1940s. 

“He had a great rapport with people. Everybody 
thought the world of him, Costello said. “1 doirt 
think I ever saw Him out of sorts in my life, 

“He devoted his time for senior citizens. All they 
had to do ia ask him, and he dropped everything to 
do it." 

Grimes had received many awards, plaques and 
honors for his contributions over the years, both for 
his countless hours of volunteer work and for his 
"job” — 20 hours of nursing home performances a 
week paid for through the state's community service 
jobs program for senior citizens. 

He was just about to receive another honor — the 
state’s "Older Worker of the Year” award from Gov. 
Richard SnelUng — when he was stricken in Fairies 
on Wednesday, 

Grimes was at the Lake Morey Inn, attending the 
state's Older Workers Recognition Conference. 


Just a few minutes before Snelling arrived, 
Grimes became ill and was rushed to the hospital* 
according to Mary Jean Inglee* Rutland coordinator 
for the state's community service jobs program for 
senior citizens. He died within a few minutes. 

“We have a picture taken of him 10 minutes 
before he died. He was laughing and having a good 1 
time,” Ingke said. At the time* Grimes was setting 
up for a performance he was going to give that day. 

Part of the reason he wag so popular with 
Rutland's senior citizens was his knowledge and 
memory of the community* Inglee said. He seemed 
to have a connection to almost everyone, recalling 
what they did for a living, where they lived, or 
remembering an aunt, uncle or another relative. 

"He was a historian. He was so sharp, and his 
memory was wonderful.” 

Grimes held many jobs Ln Rutland, including 
working downtown at Montgomery Ward and the 
Economy Store. For 12 years ho was also owner of 
Grimes Interiors, Furniture and Decoration house. 

He is survived by wife* Mary A, Grimes, who is a 
resident of McKerley nursing home; a daughter* Peg 
Keyes of FerrLsburg; and several nieces and neph¬ 
ews. 

A memorial service for Grimes is scheduled today 
at 2 p.m, at Christ the King Church, Other memori* 
als have been held around the city, including one at 
the Godnick Senior Center last week.

The Piano Man, 
'Camp’ Grimes, 
Brought Joy to All

When 83-year-old J, Campbell "Camp" Grimes 
would step into one of Rutland’s nursing homes or 
the senior citizen center, word of his arrival spread 
quickly, 

“People would say 'Gamp's here*' or ‘Here comes 
Camp/ Everybody loved him,” remembers Gert 
Davies, 82, a resident of McKerley Health Care 
Center, 

When Grimes died last week of cardiac arrest, 
word or the los a sp read equally as quickly. 

Grimes was the piano man of Rutland — a tall, 
silver-haired professional musician who in the last 
20 years spent thousands of hours entertaining* 
visiting and teaching music to senior citizens. 

He had a weekly circuit. He played piano at the 
McKerley. Eden Park* and Pleasant Manner nurs¬ 
ing homes, performing at birthday parties, ice 
cream socials, daytime concerts, and with a band 
during the supper hour. 

At the Godnick Senior Center* he offered piano 
lessons to retired people. He accompanied the 
Senior Chorus* and played for Rutland's special 
events, such as the coronation of the Pumpkin 
Queen, 

But it wasn't just his donated time and talent

Reluming In 1975, Camp began playing piano to area Nursing Homcg 
and accompanying the Rutland Senior Chorus, and other choruses. \M 
this time he also began holding his popular weekly “Jam-Sessions" at his 
home. Meeting with enthusiastic response, these sessions were attended 
regularly, for more than 10 years, by local musicians and music fans of 
alfages. !- 

An R.S.V.P. {Retired Senior Volunteer Program) volunteer for ij 
years, Camp served on the Finance-Fundraising Committee of die 
R.S.V.P. Advisory Council from 1983 to 1988, R.S.V.F.'s Anne RowJ 
states: "Everyone held Camp in very high esteem, and he will be great!* 
missed by air. 

Camp played piano several times a week for McKerley Health Center, 
Eden Park* and Pleasant Manor Nursing Homes.

James Brouillette 
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Recreation And Parks Department Maintains 
Diversified Program At Rutland Facilities

Rutland has almost unlimited opportune 
lies lor recreational programs; there are parks 
and tennis courts and baseball diamonds In 
every corner of the city. But it wasn't always 
like that. The Rutland Recreation and Parks 
Department has been developed and nurtured 
under the careful tutelage of Superintendent 
John W. Cioffredi, who for 3 L years has created 
a parks and recreation program that'takes a 
back seat to nobody/ 

When Cioffredi came to Rutland In i960, 
the Recreation a nd Parks Depart men t had only 
one lawnmower and a small truck. "1 came to a 
department that was really in poor shape/says 
Cioffredi 1 was a one-man operation. I was out 
In the Reid doing maintenance, and inside 
doing administration and secretarial work/ 
Now there is a staff of 10 and a budget of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. Elizabeth 
Mumford is the administrative assistant and 
William Holland Is the program director. Bill 
Reardon, the maintenance foreman, ha* been 
with Cioffredi for years and according to the 
Superintendent, 'grew with the system/ 
Cioffredi credits his whole staff with the success 
of the deparment 

There are 12 different facilities within the 
boundaries of the city. They arc the Edwin W. 
Lawrence Recreational Center, where 
Cioffredi's office is located' the Glorgeltf Ath¬ 
letic Complex, The White Memorial Park, 
Cioffredi Perk (two softball fields off Temple 
Street named for Cioffredi in 1987), Ala in Street 
Park. Center Street Alley, Senior/Adult Center, 
M sgr. Connor Park, Rotary Park, Madison Street 
Mini Park, and Depot Park, The different fa¬ 
cilities house a number of basketball courts 
and tennis courts, swimming and wading pools 
and softball Reids and all of them are kept open 
and accessible. Cioffredi's one rule in fact, 
is.that no one in the city of Rutland will be 
denied access (to a facility or program). In 
some cases, registration fees have been waived 
if someone didn't have enough money. Par¬ 
ticipation is Important, too. Jf the department 
is called to task for not having enough room for 
spectators, Cioffredi is quick to point out that 
he would rather make sure there was plenty of 
room for participants. 

There Is no lack of programs and activities, 
all year long. There are summer camps spon¬ 
sored by the department for basketball, soccer, 
track, Reid hockey and tennis. Thera is the 
Pine Hill Day Camp at Glorgetti Park. Compe¬ 
titions include the Hershoy National Track and 
Field Event, a statewide competltionand the 
Frank Crowley Memorial Road Race, now in Us 
15th year Cioffredi doesn't shy away from un 
usual events like caving, rock climbing and 


rappeling, a course that will be taught this 
summer. 'We have had Dying lessons and hang 
gliding,' says Cioffredi 'We try to do the un 
usual and take the lead/ Often, what that 
means, according to Cioffredi, is that the de¬ 
partment Initiates an activity and other people 
take overJ’We start programs," he says, 'and 
then adjust. That is the challenge of the job." 

Several of the regular cultural events that 
are scheduled through the year are under 
Cioffredi's direction. 'Lunch with Music," an 
event on Tuesdays at noon, through the sum¬ 
mer in the Center Street Alley and the "Seven 
to Sunset' jazz concerts at Main Street Park, on 
Wednesdays. There is an incredible slate of 
senior activities and programs. 

The most famous Rutland tradition, the 
Halloween Parade, was originated, by Cioffredi, 
"We had two bands and a jeep/ he says, 'Now 
we have calls coming from ail over the nation/ 
He recognises that a lot of the support that 


makes the parade and other projects a success 
comes from surrounding communities. Other 
communities may just now be locking to llnd 
safe ways for kids to spend Hal[oween,but 
Rutland has been doing this for years. Keeping 
ahead of the times Is what Cioffredi sees as one 
of his biggest challenges. 

When he moved to Rutland i n J 960, Cioffredi 
was looking for a wholesome place to raise his 
family. 'I love Vermont and the City/ he says, 
"and dedicated my self to the community/ His 
philosophy from the start was to develop facili¬ 
ties that people could use without needing to 
be supervised. The children and kiddie parks 
have been designed to engage the imagination 
and challenge. Cioffredi points out that the 
people of Rutland have responded to increased 
oppertun iiies for recreation. In 19B0 there were 
eight softball teams; now there are over 00, 

Cioffredi leaps on the chance to thank local 
merchants and organizations that support his 
department. The department reallybetongs to 
the city/ he says, "and anytime anyone has 
suggestions we would like them to come by 
This is the City's department and we want the 
people of the City to have what they want/ 
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Long~gone are the days when Cioffredi 


mowed all thagrassby himself, but maintenance 
remains a big part of the job-maybe, the big¬ 
gest. *We have so much land to maintain,"says 
the superintendent, having acquired and de¬ 
veloped all the available, useable land in the 
city's jurisdiction,^The biggest thrill I get now/ 
Cioffredi continues, 'is when I am doing my 
rounds and see people playing softball and 
basketball, children in the wading pool, and 
people playing volleyball with cars lined all up 
the street/ 

Looking back on his tenure, Cioffredi can 
see the many long hours of work paying off. *1 
am married to my job/ he says, and speaks of 
his family's tireless support. But there is still 
more work to be done; among someofthe long 
range plans he cites in the 9Bth Annual Report 
or the city of Rutland, are an outdoor 
ampitheater, physical fitness trails, a depart¬ 
ment bus, and replacement of playground 
equipment. □

Frank Crowley passed away 
in 1980 at the age of 70, but 
Sunday morning hell be re¬ 
membered by runners and 
spectators at the Frank Crow¬ 
ley Memorial Road Race. 

The 6.2-mile race begins at 
Proctor High School at 10 a.m., 
and ends at the Lawrence Rec¬ 
reation Center in Rutland. 

Crowley, a member of the 
1928 Rutland High School 
state championship basketball 
team, had his crowning ath¬ 
letic achievem cnt in 1932 at 
the Summer Olympics in Los 
Angeles when he placed fifth in 
the 1500 meters. He was also 
the NCAA champion in the 
two-mile while running for 
Manhattan College. 

Crowley won the original 
Proctor-to-Rutland Road Race 
in 1928. 

The race was revived in 1978 
and renamed the Frank Crow¬ 
ley Road Race. That year the 
race was a four-mile event and 
was won by Jack Arthur, now a 
Castleton Elementary School 
teacher and member of the 
Rutland City School Board. 
Arthur’s time was 20:23. 

Arthur has won the event 
four times. 

That first year Bob Maurer, 
who finished 94th in the Bos¬ 
ton Marathon, placed second 

and Mark Smith finished third.

Mike Canty, now a teacher 
at the Barstow School, placed 
fourth in 1978.

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City Budgets 
Sees Decline ^ 
Of 1 Percent

Rutland City government 
will shrink again — this time 
hy four positions — under a 
$16,54 million annual budget 
proposed by the m ay or on 
Monday. 

The proposed budget fov the 
fiscal year beginning in July is 
down about 1 percent or 
$216,000 from the current 
year’s $16.76 million spending 
plan. And it should put the tax 
rate at or near $2/25 [per $100 
of assessed property value) for 
the second year tn a row, ac¬ 
cording to Mayor Jeffrey N. 
Wennberg, 

Hut pocketbooks will be hit 
hard in sewer and viator fees, 
which would rise 15 percent. 
The hike is necessary prima¬ 
rily to prepare for federally 
mandated sewer and water im¬ 
provements, Wcnnbergsaid. 

The Tour job cuts were done 
through attrition, not layoffs. 
One police officer was elimi¬ 
nated. And Lhree jobs were cut 
in public works: two in the 
streets division and one secre¬ 
tary in City Hall. 

But Wcnnherg also wants to 
add one $16,000 billing clerk in 
the treasurer's office for the 
city's proposed trash franchise 
and recycling program. 

The staff changes would put 


the city's full time work force 
at ISO. down from about 215 
when Wennberg look office 
four years ago. In hi$ last pro¬ 
posed budget. Wennberg cut 14 
jobs, including five through 
layoffs. 

Wennherg'said four years of 
'downsizing” helped prevent a 
painful budget this year. 

“It calls for no property tax 
increase... and it calls Tor no 
layoffs. I'm very pleased about 
that,” he said. 

The school's portion nf the 
total budget is $7.35 million. 
To balance its budget, the 
School Board had to cut ap¬ 
proximately $1 million in staff 
and supplies. 

City and school finances 
have heen constrained in re¬ 
cent years by an ailing econ¬ 
omy, increased costs, stalled 
redevelopment plans and prop¬ 
erly tax ceilings in the City 
Charter, Also affecting the pro¬ 
posed budget is a dip in the 
total city property value due 
largely to a city agreement to 
reduce the assessment of the 
trash incineration plant from 
$23,5 million to $9 million. 

Both the city and schools hit 
their respective charter tax 
limits of 85 cents and $1,05 in 
the current fiscal year. The 
remainder of the $2.25 tax rate

is made up from other city 
taxes including streets, bor¬ 
rowing costs, pensions, library, 
equipment funds and social 
agencies. 

Aldermen will begin scruti¬ 
nizing the mayor's budget this 
week. The board, which may 


cut but cannot add to the bud¬ 
get, must act on the plan by 
June 30. The final tax rate is 
set in late July,

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Happy 
Trails 
Sought 
For City 

By JULIE HOOGLAND 
A plan to design m interlocking 
network of parksi bike paths, 
walking trails and recreation 
areas for Rutland City is now 
being devised by a city consult¬ 
ant. 

The idea is to take advantage of 
city parks and undeveloped flood- 
plains. along Rutland's streams 
and rivers, according to Elizabeth 
Courtney, whose planning firm 
New England Land Plan was 
hired by the city to create the 
plan. 

'The flood plain is almost a self- 
contained loop 17 around the city T 
Courtney said. “Interestingly 
enough, almost all the neighbor* 
hood parks are adjacent to the 
flood plain.” 

Examples include Whites Play¬ 
ground on Moon Brook, Rbtary 
Field on Tenney Brook and Mom 
signor Connor Park on Otter 
Creek. 

She said the plan will suggest 
linking those playgrounds with 
trails and bike paths throughout 
the city and possibly with trails in 
other communities. The loop 
could also be'linked to a historical 
walking trail in the downtown 
area, Courtneyaaid. 

“It's sort of forgotten land right 
now. People have sort of turned 
their backs to riverways and 
floodplains," 

The open space plan was an 
idea that grew out of the city 
master plan drafted by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. Courtney was 
also the commission’s consultant 
for the master plan, which is a 
blueprint for city development for 
the next five years. The Planning 
Commission has completed that 
document and it is awaiting final 
approval from the Board of Aider- 
men. 

The open space plan will be 
completed at the end of the year 
by Helen Whyte, a planner In 
Courtney's firm, at a cost of 
$4,000, according to Community 
Development Director Thomas L. 
Donahue. He said the money 
came from a state planning grant 
to the city. 

The consultant's plan will pro* 
vide a map of the proposed trail 
and bike path network and sug¬ 
gest a timetable for building the 
trails. It will also include plans 
for how undeveloped land in in¬ 
dustrial land use districts could 
be developed to fit into the open 
space plan, Donahue said,

The cost of building the trails 
and paths has not yet been deter¬ 
mined. No funding source has yet 
been identified, but city officials 
hope that federal funds, state 
grants and private contributions 
will be available. 

Donahue noted that the Rut¬ 
land Regional Medical Center 
_ planned to build on its property a 
fitness trail that could be part of 
the network. 

He said that local contractor 
Joseph Giancola was also consid¬ 
ering building a path along the 
Otter Creek to link the College of 
St. Joseph with his Howe Center 
development off Strongs Avenue. 

The plan will likely get built in 
bits atid pieces as land and money 
become available, Courtney 
noted. 

*lt could be a 20 -year plan. It's 
a big chunk of work," she said. 

A subcommittee of the Plan- 
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ntng Commission is being formed 
to help guide the study and walk 
some of the land in question to see 
where paths and trails are feasi¬ 
ble. People from schools, local 
businesses, corporations end com¬ 
munity groups will be asked to 
join the subcommittee, she said. 

It's possible that parts of the 
plan could be constructed next 
summer if there are funds, inter¬ 
est and available land, Courtney 
said, 

“It depends on the level of com¬ 
mitment of the community. A lot

Symphony, City Band Perform Pops Concert 


A gab Bicentennial Picnicking

their first joint appearance will be 
held Dti Sunday, July 7* in Rut¬ 
land s Giorgetti Park. 

To .accommodate this musical 
double-header, the park will open 
ntl4 p;tn.

Brass, followed by the Rutland 
CEjyr&and at 5:30 p.m. The sym¬ 
phony will perform at 6 p.m. and 
wftl be joined by the Rutland City 
R$nd in a grand finale of festive 
marches by John Phillip Sousa. 
Richard Van stone will conduct. 

Appearing as soloist with the 
symphony is Graham Scott, a 23- 
year-old English pianist who won 
this opportunity as part of top 
honors at a recent international 
competition in New York City, 

Bom in Chester, England, 
Scott has had engagements with 
the London Philharmonic at 
Queen Elizabeth Hall. He will 
perform excerpts from Mozart's 
Concerto No, 21 and George 
Gershwin's ' Rhapsody in Blue 1 ' in 
the original dance-band arrange* 
thent. 

! Wildly successful from its first 
performance, “Rhapsody in Blue" 
continues to have an enduring 
place in the American repertoire. 
What’s special about this particu¬ 


lar performance is that Scott will 
perform the original orchestra¬ 
tion that was commissioned for 
the Paul Whiteman Band in 1924. 
It’s quite o bit jazzier tfian the 
later version that moat listeners 
are familiar with, and there’s an 
interesting story- connected with 
its creation: A chance convoca¬ 
tion with bandleader Whiteman 
had led to the commission for a 
"jazz, concerto," which Whiteman 
would conduct with Gershwin at 
t he piano. 

Gershwin composed the Rhap¬ 
sody at top speed, while White- 
mans arranger, Ferde Grofe, 
stood by orchestrating the new 
music for the Whiteman band as 
fast as Gershwin could compose 
it. Gershwin learned of the con¬ 
cert, and his role in it* by seeing it 
announced in the newspaper 
three weeks before the event. 

Also on the program are selec¬ 
tions hy Rossini, Kabalevsky, 
Sullivan, Elgar and Ives. 

The Rutland City Band, which 
shares the spotlight with the 
Vermont Symphony, is truly a 
venerable institution. Entering 
its 123rd season, it is the oldest 


municipally supported band in 
the country. Known first as the 
Rutland Comet Band, it started 
playing in 1368 when the village 
corporation voted to buy the cor¬ 
nets. 

In 1894 the mayor, Levi G, 
Kingsley, and his board of aider- 
men approved a petition for the 
support of a municipal band, 

Once famous from Albany to 
Montreal, it played at the home¬ 
coming of Vermont-bom Spanish 
American Wai hero Admiral 
George Dewey in 1899, at-Teddy 
Roosevelt's presidential rally in 
Rutland in 1900, and was a fea¬ 
tured group at the Vermont Pavil¬ 
ion at the New York World's Fair 
in 1964 Under Lhe direction or 
Glenn Giles, it plays free concerts 
in Main Street Park every Sun¬ 
day evening from Fathers Day 
until a week before Labor Day 

Conductor Richard Van stone, 
who returns for his second sum¬ 
mer series of Picnicking & Pops* 
is music director of both the Cape 
Ann Symphony in Gloucester, 
Mass r and the Delaware County 
Youth Orchestra in Wallingford, 
Pa, He is also music director and 


violinist with the Atlantic Cham¬ 
ber Soloists and assistant conduc¬ 
tor of the Portland ( Maine) Sym¬ 
phony.
